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MAGIC  KINGDOM? 


%  Jk  T"  alt  Disney’s  idea  for  an 
%/%  /  amusement  area  where  the 

▼  j  entire  family  could  have  fun 
together  took  form  first  in  a  1948  memo, 
in  which  the  name  chosen  was  Mickey 
Mouse  Park. 

At  the  Disney  Studio  in  Burbank  in  the 
early  1950s,  there  was  more  land  than 
was  needed  for  studio  purposes.  Walt 
first  thought  that  his  park  could  be  built 
there,  on  a  triangular  section  across 
from  the  Studio  proper.  It  soon  became 
evident,  however,  that  the  studio  land 
was  not  large  enough  for  all  the 
attractions  Walt  was  planning.  After  a 
year  of  research  and  negotiations,  Walt 
announced  the  purchase  of  some  145 
acres  in  Anaheim,  California,  as  the  site 
for  Disneyland. 

The  Magic  Kingdom  opened  July  17, 
1955,  on  what  Walt  referred  to  for¬ 
evermore  as  Black  Sunday.  Guests  began 
arriving  at  noon,  cars  were  backed  up  for 
seven  miles,  many  of  the  rides  and 
attractions  were  closed  while  TV 
technicians  took  them  over  for  live 
television  coverage,  and  ladies  wearing 


high  heel  shoes  sank  into  the  freshly 
poured  asphalt  on  Main  Street.  Still,  the 
general  feeling  was  that  Disneyland  was 
an  unqualified  success  and  in  1958  Walt 
commissioned  research  to  determine 
the  most  favorable  location  for  another 
Disneyland  east  of  the  Mississippi.  On 
November  15, 1965,  Walt  told  reporters  at 
a  press  conference  in  Orlando,  Florida, 
that  his  company  had  acquired  options 
on  27,000  acres  of  nearby  land  on  which 
he  planned  to  build  a  model  community, 
“a  City  of  Tomorrow.” 

Although  Walt  did  not  live  to  see  it,  the 
Magic  Kingdom  at  Walt  Disney  World 
opened  October  1, 1971.  Epcot  Center,  a 
demonstration  and  proving  ground  for 
prototype  concepts  and  technologies, 
opened  11  years  later,  on  October  1, 1982. 
Walt  Disney  World  continues  to  advance 
as  the  most  spectacular  entertainment 
complex  in  America. 

The  search  for  the  site  for  Tokyo 
Disneyland  was  a  relatively  easy  one.  A 
plot  of  land  was  reclaimed  from  Tokyo 
Bay  and  made  available  by  the  Japanese 
government  to  the  Oriental  Land 


Company  for  a  recreational  purpose.  Any 
concern  that  Disney  theme  park  appeal 
might  be  a  uniquely  American 
phenomenon  was  thoroughly  and 
permanently  dispelled  when,  on  April  15, 
1983,  Tokyo  Disneyland  opened  and 
instantly  became  the  most  remarkable 
entertainment  success  story  in  the 
history  of  the  Orient. 

In  the  mid-1980s,  Disney  turned  its 
sights  to  Europe.  The  success  of  a 
Disneyland  in  Japan  persuaded  the 
company  that  a  Euro  Disneyland  would 
do  well  also.  After  many  months  of 
studies  and  preliminary  negotiations 
which  narrowed  down  the  search  to 
Spain  and  France,  the  area  of  Marne- 
la-Vallee,  a  new  town  development  about 
20  miles  east  of  Paris,  was  chosen.  While 
final  negotiations  are  still  going  on  with 
the  French  government,  it  will  be  1990  or 
1991  before  the  first  entertainment 
attractions  are  ready  to  open.  The 
Disney  team  involved  in  the  site 
selection  is  confident  that,  for  the  fourth 
time,  a  perfect  location  for  a  Disney  park 
has  been  found.  V

Before  long  the  Care  Bears 
and  their  Cousins  were  starring  on  televi¬ 
sion.  Their  first  home  video  cassette,  re¬ 
leased  in  1983,  stayed  at  the  top  of  the 
charts  for  months  and  they’re  slated  for  a 
new  Saturday  morning  TV  series,  premier¬ 
ing  this  fall. 

The  Care  Bears  were  created  by  Those 
Characters  From  Cleveland,  a  group  of 
people  in  the  greeting  card  business  who 
knew  how  to  communicate  with  children. 
“They  could  write  the  kind  of  sentiments 
that  parents  wanted  to  tell  children,  like 
Happy  Birthday,  Get  Well,  and  We  Miss  You, 
in  words  that  children  understood,”  says 
their  vice  president  of  entertainment  and 
marketing  communications,  Harvey 
Levin.  “Bear  designs  were  al¬ 


ways  very  important,  because  the  group 
knew  that  children,  in  communicating  with 
each  other,  identified  with  bears  as  friendly 
spokespeople.  They  recognized  the  classic 
popularity  of  teddy  bears,  but  what  they 
did  was  to  take  the  brown  bear  and  make 
him  colorful  and  exciting,  the  kind  of  bear  a 
kid  in  the  1980s  could  relate  to.” 

Child  psychologists  and  magazines  have 
picked  up  on  the  Care  Bears  because  of  the 
solid,  upbeat  message  they  convey.  A  mag¬ 
azine  competition  to  find  youngsters  who 
demonstrated  outstanding  examples  of 
caring,  loving,  and  sharing  was  won  by 
(among  others)  an  eight-year-old  girl  who 
started  a  library  in  an  orphanage,  a  victim 
of  cerebral  palsy  who  spent  her  time  help¬ 
ing  similarly  afflicted  children,  and  a  boy 
who  saved  his  family  during  a  house  fire  by 
employing  safety  procedures  he  had 
learned  from  the  fire  department.

“Children  feel  helpless  because  their 
parents  themselves  often  have  difficulty 
dealing  with  the  outside  world,”  says  April 
Gaynor,  director  of  the  Center  for  Adoles¬ 
cent  Therapy  in  Encino,  California.

Fess  Parker 
and  Buddy  Ebsen— 
Disney’s  duo  from  the 
Wild  Frontier —have 
sagas  of  their  own  to  tell. 


On  August  17th,  the  state  of  Tennessee 
celebrates  Davy  Crockett’s  200th  birth¬ 
day  with  a  weekend  bash  near  the  old 
Crockett  homestead  in  Greene  County.  In 
July  The  Disney  Channel  salutes  the 
bear-wrasslin’,  Indian-fightin’  statesman 
and  patriot  with  “The  Saga  of  Davy 
Crockett,”  a  five-part  mini-series  starring 
Fess  Parker  as  Davy  and  Buddy  Ebsen  as 
his  intrepid  sidekick,  Georgie  Russel. 

It’s  been  32  years  since  Fess  and  Buddy 
started  the  craze  that  put  a  coonskin  cap 
on  virtually  every  youngster’s  head,  and 
caused  a  national  earache  with  the 
endlessly  rendered  “Ballad  of  Davy 
Crockett.”  They  also  began  a  friendship 
that  exists  to  this  day,  although  their  pro¬ 
fessional  paths  have  parted  widely. 

In  1960,  at  the  peak  of  his  popu- 
larity,  Fess  moved  to 
Santa  Barbara,  Califor¬ 
nia.  Business  interests 
gradually  overtook  his 
acting  career  and,  after 
six  seasons  of  playing 
Daniel  Boone  on  TV,  he 
stopped  acting  al¬ 
together.  Among  his 
many  enterprises 
are  mobile-home 
communities, 
commercial  real 
estate,  a  2,500- 
acre  ranch 
where  he  raises 
specially-bred 
cattle  and, 
scheduled  to 
open  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  a  multi- 
million-dollar  re¬ 
sort  hotel/con¬ 
ference  center  on  24 
acres  of  downtown  Santa  Barbara 
beachfront. 

“Now,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  I’m 
without  a  demanding  project,”  Fess  said 
recently.  “And  so  I’m  thinking  about  re¬ 
turning  to  the  motion-picture  industry. 
That  was  my  first  love,  and  you  never 
forget  your  first  love. 

“I  have  a  number  of  ideas  for  original 
stories  which  I’ve  presented  to  the  new 
generation  of  filmmakers  at  The  Walt 
Disney  Company.  Who  knows?  After  all 
that  time,  I  may  be  back  among  friends  at 
the  studio  again.” 

Buddy  Ebsen,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
never  left  acting.  He  has  starred  in  long- 
running  TV  series  like  “The  Beverly  Hill¬ 
billies”  and  “Barnaby  Jones,”  and,  when 
not  before  the  cameras,  he  often  travels 
on  entertainment-related  business.  A  re¬ 
cent  whirlwind  tour  took  him  to  Atlanta, 
Phoenix,  Palm  Beach,  New  Orleans,  Kan¬ 
sas  City,  New  York  and  Washington  on 


matters  as  disparate  as  the  dedication  of 
a  memorial  hospital  and  public  appear¬ 
ances  in  behalf  of  Better  Hearing  and 
Speech  Month.  He  is  also  writing  a  musi¬ 
cal,  updating  his  book, “Polynesian  Con¬ 
cept”  for  republication,  and  completing 
his  autobiography,  “The  Other  Side  of 
Oz,”  which  covers  his  57  years  in  show 
business.

The  title  may  derive  from  Buddy’s 
conviction  that  he  can  be  seen  as  the  Tin 
Man  in  “The  Wizard  of  Oz.”  He  was  the 
original  choice  for  the  role,  but  after  10 
days  of  shooting,  an  allergy  to  the  alumi¬ 
num  dust  that  covered  his  skin  put  him  in 
the  hospital  for  six  weeks.  Jack  Haley  re¬ 
placed  him,  wearing  an  improved,  non- 
allergenic  aluminum  paste. 

“The  ten  days  I  was  on  the  picture  cost 
$25,000,  big  money  in  those  days,”  Buddy 
says.  “I  just  know  they  didn’t  throw  the 
long  shots  away.  I  can’t  prove  it,  but  I’m 
convinced  I’m  in  that  movie  someplace.” 

Buddy’s  role  in  “The  Saga  of  Davy 
Crockett”  brought  him  back  to  the  Dis¬ 
ney  Studio  where,  three  years  earlier,  he 
had  performed  a  demonstration  dance 
with  a  mechanical  model  that  led  to  Walt 
Disney’s  celebrated  Audio-Animatronics 
figures.  After  “The  Saga  of  Davy 
Crockett,”  he  returned  to  his  musical 
roots  (he  was  a  dancer  in  vaudeville  and 
on  Broadway)  in  Disney’s  “One  and  Only, 
Genuine,  Original  Family  Band,”  also  air¬ 
ing  in  July  on  The  Disney  Channel.

“I  met  Walt  Disney  at  M-G-M  in 
1935,”  Buddy  recalls.

I  guess  he  was  hop¬ 
ing  M-G-M  would  distribute  them.  I  was 
wearing  a  Mickey  Mouse  sweatshirt,  and 
maybe  that  put  me  on  his  good  list,  be¬ 
cause  he  did  keep  me  busy  —  and  I  en¬ 
joyed  working  for  him  over  the  years.”  V

LAKE  WOBEGON 


COMES  TO  DISNEY 


Warmth,  Joy,  And  Wry  Humor  From  The  Heart  Of  The  Heartland 


Iust  exactly  where  —  and  what— is  Lake 
Wobegon?  Why,  it’s  a  tiny  farming  ham¬ 
let  that  lies  right  smack  dab  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  Mist  County,  Minnesota.  And  ac¬ 
cording  to  Garrison  Keillor,  the  creator  of 
Lake  Wobegon  and  “A  Prairie  Home  Com¬ 
panion,”  the  hit  Minnesota  Public  Radio 
variety  show  which  revolves  around  the 
town,  Lake  Wobegon  is  a  place  “that  time 
forgot,  that  the  decades  cannot  improve, 
where  all  the  women  are  strong,  all  the 
men  are  good-looking,  and  all  the  children 
are  above-average.”  Lake  Wobegon,  in 
short,  is  the  very  spirit  of  the  American 
Midwest. 

All  the  warmth,  joy,  and  humor  of  life  in 
this  heart  of  the  heartland  comes  to  The 
Disney  Channel  on  June  29,  at  9:00  p.m. 
(Eastern/Pacific  time)  with  the  premiere  of 
“Lake  Wobegon  Comes  to  Disney.”  It’s  a 
special  program  that  captures  Garrison 
Keillor’s  unique  form  of  storytelling  and 
musical  entertainment.  Videotaped  before 
a  live  audience  in  St.  Paul’s  World  Theater, 
“Lake  Wobegon  Comes  to  Disney”  is  a  truly 
unique  edition  of  “A  Prairie  Home  Compan¬ 


ion,”  which  is  heard  by  more  than  four 
million  listeners  per  week  throughout  the 
United  States  and  is  now  broadcast  to 
Australia  as  well. 

The  show’s  trademark  is  Garrison  Keil¬ 
lor’s  rendition  of  Hank  Snow’s  “Hello  Love,” 
followed  by  an  account  of  the  week’s  do¬ 
ings  in  Lake  Wobegon,  a  monologue  which 
always  begins  with  “Well,  it’s  been  a  quiet 
week  in  Lake  Wobegon,  my  hometown.” 
Then  there  are  musical  acts  such  as  the 
great  country  and  western  guitarist  Chet 
Atkins,  yodelers,  Scots  folklorists,  even 
gospel  choirs,  all  punctuated  by  comic 
commercials  from  the  show’s  fictional 
sponsors. 

And  what  sponsors!  There’s  Powdermilk 
Biscuits,  one  of  Lake  Wobegon’s  major 
businesses.  They  manufacture  biscuits 
made  from  whole-wheat  flour  grown  by 
Lake  Wobegon’s  bachelor  Norwegian 
farmers.  Then  there’s  Bertha’s  Kitty 
Boutique,  where  you  can  purchase  Gatto 
Gellato,  The  Fearmonger’s  Shop,  and  The 
Minnesota  Language  Association,  which 
teaches  one  and  all  how  to  say  “Yup”  prop¬ 


erly.  And  those  are  only  the  show’s  spon¬ 
sors.  Keillor’s  monologues  also  feature 
such  landmarks  of  Wobegonian  life  as 
Bob’s  Bank,  housed  in  a  green  mobile  home 
right  on  Main  Street,  the  Chatterbox  Cafe, 
and  Ralph’s  Pretty  Good  Grocery. 

Keillor,  a  writer  whose  humorous  pieces 
on  life  in  the  Midwest  have  appeared  in 
“The  New  Yorker”  and  “Atlantic  Monthly” 
magazines,  first  conceived  “A  Prairie  Home 
Companion”  in  1974.  The  germ  of  the  idea 
came  to  him  while  on  assignment  to  write  a 
piece  about  that  great  American  institu¬ 
tion,  The  Grand  Ole  Opry.  The  actual 
physical  monotony  of  writing  led  him  to 
envision  creating,  and  performing  in,  an 
old-fashioned  musical  radio  show  like  the 
Opry  of  the  ’30s  and  ’40s. 

“I  was  trying  to  support  a  family  by  free¬ 
lance  writing,”  Keillor  recalls.  “Beyond  the 
difficulty  of  selling  enough  fiction  to  put 
food  on  the  table  and  clothes  on  our  backs, 
I  had  another  problem  that  is  common  to 
writers,  and  that  was  stupor.  You  can  sit  in 
an  empty  room  and  look  at  blank  paper  for 
only  so  long  each  day. 
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“Other  writers  learn  to  take  up  carpentry 
or  gardening  or  golf.  I  took  up  this  show  as 
my  recreation.  Writing  keeps  you  honest, 
performing  keeps  you  sane.” 

And  perform  Keillor  does.  In  addition  to 
warbling  the  theme  song  of  “A  Prairie  Home 
Companion,”  he  frequently  joins  in  with  his 
guests.  Having  grown  up  in  a  conservative, 
religious  family,  his  voice  was  trained  on 
hymns.  And  as  mentioned  before,  the  musi¬ 
cal  acts  featured  on  the  program  are  as 
diverse  as  America  itself.  Still,  Keillor  does 
admit  that  the  show  eschews  two  forms  of 
musical  entertainment:  he  professes  an 
“irrational  dislike”  for  banjos  and  operatic 
sopranos. 

Probably  the  most  popular  part  of  “A 
Prairie  Home  Companion”  remains  Keillor’s 
accounts  of  the  antic  adventures  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Lake  Wobegon.  The  mythical  hamlet 
—  if  it  really  is  mythical  —  grew  out  of  Keil¬ 
lor’s  memories  of  small-town  life.  He  re¬ 
counts  the  town’s  news  and  gossip  with  a 
unique  brand  of  humor  that  causes  one  to 
recall  James  Thurber  and  Mark  Twain. 

“I  figured  that  if  I  was  going  to  do  anything 
well  on  the  show  it  would  probably  be  com¬ 
edy,  my  singing  voice  then  not  even  being  as 
good  as  it  is  now,”  Keillor  explains.  “I  figured 
that  comedy  at  least  is  a  form  of  writing,  so  I 
would  stand  a  chance. 

“Over  the  first  couple  of  years,  failure  at 
stand-up  comedy  drove  me  to  storytelling.  I 
started  out  telling  true  stories  from  my 
childhood,  dressed  up  as  fiction,  and  then 
discovered  Lake  Wobegon  as  a  place  to  set 
them  so  as  to  put  more  distance  between 
them  and  the  innocent  persons  I  was  talking 
about.” 

Keillor’s  insightful  tales  of  life  in  Lake 
Wobegon  have  also  made  a  successful  tran¬ 
sition  from  radio  to  print.  His  book  “Lake 
Wobegon  Days”  was  a  surprise  smash  hit 
when  first  published  last  summer,  and  it  re¬ 
mains  on  the  best-seller  lists.  The  book 
gives  a  full  account  of  the  town  of  Lake 
Wobegon  from  its  founding.  It  even  explains 
how  Lake  Wobegon  came  to  be  left  off 
Minnesota’s  maps.  When  the  legislature  or¬ 
dered  a  land  survey,  it  was  done  in  quad¬ 
rants,  working  from  the  borders  towards  the 
state’s  center.  When  all  was  done,  an  overlap 
was  noticed.  “Who  ever  heard  of  Lake 
Wobegon?”  the  cry  went  up.  The  legislature 
voted  the  overlap  out  of  existence,  and  Lake 
Wobegon  vanished. 

Of  course  if  you’re  Mayor  Clint  Bunsen,  or 
Senator  Knute  Thorvaldson  (he’s  definitely 
not  a  real  senator),  such  things  don’t  matter. 
And  for  four  million  other  Americans  —  and 
now  subscribers  to  The  Disney  Channel  — 
Lake  Wobegon  exists,  thanks  to  Garrison 
Keillor.  Of  course,  even  Keillor  wonders  if 
Lake  Wobegon  is  real. 

“I  once  dreamed  I  drove  over  a  hill  in  cen¬ 
tral  Minnesota  and  found  it.  In  the  dream, 
they  weren’t  very  happy  to  see  me,  but  they 
managed  to  be  polite.  I  was  invited  to  some¬ 
body’s  house  for  dinner— then  I  woke  up.”  V

innie  Mouse  has  a  new  look.  The 
Walt  Disney  Company  is  paying 
|  homage  to  Mickey’s  perennial 
sweetie  and  leading  lady  with  a  year-long 
“Totally  Minnie”  multi-media  extrava¬ 
ganza.  You’ll  see  and  hear  thoroughly 
modern  Minnie  in  new  movies,  on  new 
records  and  cassettes,  modeling  contem¬ 
porary  clothes,  and  as  the  star  of  special 
events  everywhere. 

Minnie  has  had  a  long,  successful  career. 
Created  at  the  same  time  as  Mickey  Mouse, 
she  and  Mickey  share  the  same“birth  date” 


of  November  18, 1928, 
when  their  first  sound 
cartoon,  “Steamboat  Willie,”  opened 
at  the  Colony  Theater  in  New  York.  Over 
the  years  she  appeared  in  more  than  half 
of  Mickey’s  119  cartoons,  usually  playing 
his  long-suffering,  level-headed  girlfriend 
devoted  to  keeping  Mickey  from  making  a 
fool  of  himself.  Although  they  were  never 
“married,”  Mickey  dreamed  that  they  were 
in  “Mickey’s  Nightmare”  (1932),  and  there 
is  a  song  sheet  from  England  entitled  “The 


Wedding  of  Mister  Mickey  Mouse”  (1933). 
The  first  Disney  song  to  be  released  on 
sheet  music  was  “Minnie’s  Yoo  Hoo” 
(1930).  It  had  been  featured  in  the 
1929  Mickey  Mouse  cartoon,  “Mic¬ 
key’s  Follies,”  became  the  theme

ments,  figurines,  toys,  and 
extensive  lines  of  clothing. 


Something  catches  Minnie's  eye  as 
she  starts  to  fit  “ Pluto's  Sweater " 

There  have  been  several  Disney  books 
featuring  Minnie,  including  “The  Pop-Up 
Minnie  Mouse”  (1933),  “The  Story  of  Min¬ 
nie  Mouse”  (1938),  “Minnie  Mouse  and  the 
Antique  Chair”  (1948),  “Minnie  Cleans  Up” 
(1978),  and  “Minnie  Mouse’s  Counting 
Book”  (1984).  This  year  she’s  the  star  of 
“Totally  Minnie;’  a  hot  new  record  album 
with  10  exciting  songs  ranging  from  “Hey 
Mickey”  to  “Let’s  Get  Together”  (from  “The 
Parent  Trap”)  performed  by  the  entire 
Disney  gang. 

Since  1955,  Minnie  has  joined  Mickey  as 
one  of  the  official  hosts  of  Disneyland.

he  very  first  show 
we  did  for  televi¬ 
sion  was  an  adap- 
l  1  tation  of  a  radio 

broadcast,”  Dave  Nelson  re¬ 
calls  as  he  lounges  on  the 
verandah  of  his  home  in  the 
Santa  Monica  Mountains. 
“Rick  and  I  began  on  the  show 
back  in  1948,  and  even  though 
at  the  time  Rick  wouldn’t  read 
a  script,  he  wouldn’t  do  a 
scene  unless  he  had  a 
scriptbook  like  everyone  else. 
We  weren’t  actors,  but  some¬ 
how  —  through  osmosis  I 
guess  —  we  gained  the  confi¬ 
dence  to  relax  and  play  our¬ 
selves. 

“‘The  Adventures  of  Ozzie 
and  Harriet’  was  always  Dad’s 
concept.  When  we  moved  to 
TV,  he  retained  creative  con¬ 
trol,  and  he  was  always  the 
guiding  light  of  the  series.  He 
always  said  that  if  you  relied 
on  a  formula  or  theory  as  to 


what  people  found  funny,  you 
were  headed  for  disaster. 

“When  I  look  back  at  our 
shows,  I  think  ‘Ozzie  and  Har¬ 
riet’  was  the  ideal  program  for 
television.  It  wasn’t  a  feature, 
it  wasn’t  heavy,  serious 
drama.  It  was  a  mixed  reality 
—  we  were  a  real  family  that 
also  indulged  in  fantasy.  Dad 
always  said  that  when  people 
came  home  from  work,  they 
didn’t  want  lectures.  They 
wanted  entertainment:  some¬ 
thing  that  would  lift  them  up 
and  out  of  their  own  prob¬ 
lems.” 

Nelson  stretches  a  mo¬ 
ment,  then  adds,  “I  always 
thought  ‘The  Adventures  of 
Ozzie  and  Harriet’  were  per¬ 
fect  for  Disney.  It’s  been  fun 
selecting  episodes  for  ‘The 
Best  of  Ozzie  and  Harriet,’ 
knowing  they’ll  be  appear¬ 
ing  on  The  Disney  Channel 
(Saturday  at  6:00  p.m.
